SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Teenager is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The magazine tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons for 
sexual purposes. It contains two photostories which explicitly depict and describe 
sexual activity between males and females. Several of the participants in the sexual 
activity have the physical characteristics of young persons, with round faces and 
slightly chubby bodies. These participants wear casual, unsexualised clothing (jeans, 
gymshoes, and cotton underwear) which reinforces the impression of youth. In 
addition, the magazine's title clearly flags the participants as young persons, as do 
other textual references throughout the magazine. 

The magazine encourages the reader to view young persons as sexually mature, and 
as suitable partners in sexual activity. It therefore tends to promote and support the 
sexual exploitation of young persons by adults. 

The rights and freedoms contained in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR 
Act) have been considered in relation to this publication. The publication has been 
classified as objectionable under the deeming provisions of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993. These provisions are inconsistent with and 
override the rights and freedoms of the NZBR Act. 
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
